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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections -35 use §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-9 and 12r26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. The parts by weights recited in claims 1 and 25, from which the balance of the 
claims depend, are indefinite since there is no actual bases given for the parts by 
weights. It is unclear what the "combined weight" of all the composition components is 
relative to the recited "about 10 to about 50 parts by weight". Is the combined weight to 
be 100 parts or 100 part plus the about 10 to about 50 parts (i.e., about 1 10 to about 
150 parts to the "combined weight"), ...? It is unclear what relative proportions applicant 
is attempting to encompass in the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claims 1-4, 6-9 and 12-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Okada et al. (USPN 5,777,028), Sugloka et al. (USPN 6,348,540) or 
Kugure et al. (EP1 045003), each independently in combination with Matsumura et al. 
(EP 509506), for reasons cited in the previous action. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 01/30/2006 have been considered but they are not 
fully persuasive. 

7. Regarding Okada et al., the 5% of poly(arylene ether) resin taught in Okada et al. 
Is understood to be consistent with applicant's claimed "about" 10 parts by weight. 
Further, as indicated above, there is no actual bases given for the parts by weight 
recited in the claims. It is unclear how the "combined weight" of all the composition 
components is relative to the recited "about 10 to about 50 parts by weight". 

8. Regarding Sugioka et al.. in col. 3, lines 15-21 , Sugioka et al. teaches a single 
embodiment containing components (A), (B), (E), and G in combination with the filler. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention was 
made, to arrive at applicant's invention because the claimed subject matter falls within 
the generic embodiments of the prior art and the person of ordinary skill in the art would 
have expected all the embodiments of the prior art to work successfully. 
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9. Regarding, Kugure et al., while Kugure et al. does not explicitly recite an limiting 
amount of the poly(arylene ether) resin to be contained In the composition, they do 
teach that, one of ordinary skill in the art would have found it prima facie obvious to 
detemiine a workable or even optimum range of the resin for resin compositions. (See T| 
29) "[D]iscovery of an optimum value of a result effective variable in a known process is 
ordinarily within the Skill of the art." In re Boesch . 617 F.2d 272, 276, 205 USPQ 215, 
219 (CCPA 1980); "[WJhere the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the art, it 
is not inventive to discover the optimum or workable ranges by routine experimentation. 
In re Aller . 220 F.2d 454. 456, 105 USPQ 233. 235 (CCPA 1955). 

Further, as indicated above, there is no actual bases given for the parts by 
weight recited in the claims. It is unclear what the "combined weight" of all the 
composition components is relative to the recited "about 10 to about 50 parts by 
weight".
